Bower, during the discussion, proposed to continue work on his 
abridged version, and hoped to have it finished in time to send to 
the Town Manager on Thursday morning. 


The article prepared by Pro- 
fessor Eliot is understood to be 
more encompassing. in that. it 
will include such types of zoning 
as Planned Unit Development. a 
type of zoning now undergoing 
discussion in the State House. as 
well as perhaps other proposals. 

along with some explanatory 
matter. The work that “Mr 

Bower seems to be doing is to 
cut-down the ‘professor's propo- 
$a]. and add amendments that he 
and/or the Planning Board feel 
are needed 

The discussion on Tuesday eve- 

ning was with three members of 
the Planning Board, chairman. 

Mort Grant. and Bower, and past- 
chairman, Bill Hooper. It was 
a long lasting discussion, without 


any particular order or sequence 

Bower, at one time, declared 
that he was satisfied with a mini- 
mum area of 200,000 square feet 
which was proposed by Courtney 

Grant. at another time. said 
that “large numbers of people in 
this town” will want to study the 
proposals, and then come up with 

an intelligent decision 

He went on to say that either the 
Town..Manager's proposal. or 
Eliot's proposal. or possibly. some 
compromise. will be presented to 
the next Town Meeting. “if I have 
to go out and get 10 signatures 
myself 

Grant thought that the proposals 
by Prof. Eliot were the best to be 
considered. and the Town Manager 
looking through Bower's abridged 


version said, ‘These aren't bad. 
the only thing to have to put in 
are the amendments 

The three Planning Board mem 
bers agreed that if possible they 
would get a proposal before the 
Selectmen Monday evening. but 
they wanted to look over and dis- 
cuss their own final version first 
They also agreed that the Select- 
men should be able to make cor- 
rections -or proposals. and that 
the idea of the Selectmen. as to'a 
public meeting, in addition to a 
formal hearing. had merit 

Town Manager Morris told them 
that the only thing people are 
thinking of, at this time. is a Gar- 
den Apartment law. He was told 
by Grant that the Planning Board 
has five reports from its former 


assistant planner. Denis Hazen 

which say they (Garden Apart- 
ments) will make money for the 
town’’. and that the type of apart- 
ment being considered would be 
the kind that would attract such 
individuals as executives and en: 
gineers. 

After this Grant went on to say 

we don't need Garden Apart- 
ments. in Wilmington sec. is

not so". When the 701 Program 
is available, Bower said. it will 
show a “definite need” The 701 
Program is a survey by the Plan 
ning Board of the needs of Wil- 
mington, on which Prof. Eliot 
has been working for the past 
several years.

The Boston College-Lowell 
Tech, lacrosse game is Saturday

This game 
will be the first ever to be plaved 
in Wilmington, although lacrosse 
has a proud history. It is the of 
ficial national sport of Canada 
and an Olympic sport during the 
4930's. Also there was profes 
sional lacrosse played in Canada 
and England with 70 teams in 6 
leagues 

It is the native game of the Am: 
erican Indians used for both re 
creation and training for war. The 


game was popularly called 
"bagattaway”” by the Indians but 
‘one tribe referred to it as “the 


little brother of war 
The exact origin of the game is 
lost in the obscurity 


that sur: 


rounds the early history of the 
Indians. However. one story is 
told of the first game witnessed 
by white men. The Ottawas. under 
their chief. Pontiac, invited the 
garrison of Fort Michilmackinac 
to watch a game on June 4. 1763 
in honor of the English King’s 
birthday. During the game. the 
ball was flipped over the wall 
into the fort. The gates of the 
fort were opened to allow the 
game to continue whereupon, the 
indians rushed in and took over 
the fort. (La-double-crosse ) 

The lacrosse field had evolved 
into a standard 110 yds. by 60 
yds. The goals, 6 feet square 
are surrounded by a nine foot 
circle. or crease, which no of 
fensive player may enter, The 
goals are set out from the end:

Morality Constitutionality and Cost 

Among the many shafts waiting to impale over zealous 
lawmakers, the most difficult to avoid are the three 
labeled morality, constitutionality and cost. Bills deal- 
ing with anyone of these factors can be difficult. Bills 
aling with two or more are deadly. At the State 
House we are currently encountering several bills in 
the latter category. The issues concerned are abortion, 
birth control and public aid to parochial schools. Peo- 
ple’s feelings, including those of legislators, tend to be 
very emotional on these subjects, They involve articles 
4 personal faith. Compromise, a lawmakers most 
useful tool, is often impossible. 

Why Do It? People Need Help! 

Why does the General Court deal with these issues? 
Because it has to, People are being hurt and need help. 
Unfortunately these instances, the provision of many 
forms of meaningful help tends to violate other persons 
honest convictions regarding morality, legality or finan- 
ial sanity. 


Public Aid To Parochial Schools 
Difficult Legislation 
1 would like in this column to discuss the problems 
,ssociated with providing public aid to parochial schools. 
This is, admittedly, the least controversial of ithe sub- 
jects mentioned previously. It may, however, be the 
most difficult on which to pass meaningful legislation 
Also, discussion of this issue is particularly timely 
since the May Ist Constitutional Convention which will 
jeal with it is close at hand ' 
4 Out Of 50 States Give It 

Public aid to private schools, in most cases parochial 
schools. is currently being provided in some form in 
4 out of 50 states. Although such aid is believed by 
many judicial authorities to be in conflict with constitu- 
tional guarantees regarding separation of church sand 
state it is still being given. The impact of closure of 
he nation’s parochial schools in which 10 percent of 
ur children are being educated, is sufficiently fear- 
some to have caused many state legislatures to act 
in the face of the possibility of Supreme Court reversal 
of the fruits of their labor. Ten percent is a national 
figure. In Massachusetts, the ratio is

14 percent - and our parochial schools are closing. In 
the Boston area over 20 percent have shut their doors. 
Committee Currently Functioning 

In recognition of this problem an investigation com- 
mitte was established furing 1969 to advise the General 
Court of possible action in this area, Two residents” of 
the Seventh Middlesex District are serving on that com- 
mittee, they are James A. Nash of Burlington and 
Robert Binswanger of Lexington. The legislature will 
not act until the recommendations of that group have 
been received. This is expected to occur in the near 
future. 

Many Attitudes Are Seen 

The Committee's job is difficult. So will be the job 
of the legislature. Among the postures already exhibi- 
ted are constructionism (both strong and enlightened 
pragmatism) and what for want of a better term can 
be referred to as broadmindedness. 

Constructionist - Strong And Enlightened 

A rigin constructionist does not have difficulty in re- 
solving this problem. Aid is unconstitutional and 
there impossible. If children now in parochial schools 
are forced, due to economic difficulties, to attend pub- 
lic schools we must all, as taxpayers, bear the finan- 
cial burden. The trouble with this position is that it 
seems to punish everybody 

The enlightened constructionist believes that aid is 
possible, however, it must be preceeded by a change 
in the constitution. Thys may be by means of a real 
change via Congressional and State action, or by means 
of Supreme Court interpretation in favor of such aid, 
This course of action offers relief but by the time re- 
lief is available the patient will probably have expired. 

Pragmatism And Broadmindedness 

A pragmatist would want to give the parochial schools 
sufficient aid to keep them operating. In this day 
those wishing a parochial school education for their 
children can afford to provide it. The impact on the 
remaining public will be minimized. The constitution 
of course, makes this approach questionable 

A patently broadminded approach recognizes that the 
parents of parochial school children pay for their 
schooling and also pay taxes for public schools from 
which they receive no benefit. It would grant these 
parents the use of their moneys without constraints. 
If a pragmatic approach is constitutionally question- 
able, this approach is doubly so 

Splitting The Difference 

Avenues which wend their way between pragmatism 
and constitutional law are being carefully explored and, 
in some states, tried. The Michigan State Supreme 
Court has upheld the constitutionality of a law estab- 
lishing state aid to parochial and private schools. ‘The 
law provided funds to help pay the salaries of -lay 
teachers teaching non-religious subjects at provate 
schools. Several other states, including Pennsylvania 
and Louisiana have adopted similar plans 

Ideas And Arguments Solicited 

These attitudes are all reflected in the laws which 34 
other states have already passed, They are also re- 
flected in recommendations being made in the General 
Court.. They are certainly present among the citizens 
of this Commonwealth. * 

My own*tendéncy'in this instance is to be pragmatic, 
however, 1 recdgnize that many other sources of ‘infor- 
mation remain to be reviewed. I am very interested 
in hearing any ideas or arguments which you may feel 
should be considered. At the present time fresh ideas 
are invaluable. I appreciate the letters which I've 
already received on this subject. 

Help Make MacKenzie A Better Senator 

If you are interested in further thoughts on this or 
other issues currently confronting your legislature, 
please drop me a note, or better yet, pay a visit to my 
office at the State House in Boston or at 69 Pleasant 
Street in Woburn (ist and 3rd Saturdays). Over one 
thousand persons have stopped in already so the way 
is worn smooth. It certainly helps me to do a better 
job.

When the Wilmi Minute 
Men marched, on April 19, 1775, 
the distance they traveled, before 
they got into battle with the Bri- 
tish at Meriam's Corner, accord- 
ing to one authority, (a former 
captain of the re-constituted 
company) was about 42 miles. 
It was, of course, over the coun- 
try roads of that day. 

Sgt. Bruce Belanson, Water 
Bearer Willis Whalen and Pri- 
vate Vernon Coville started from 
the Wilmington Common at 4:25 
a.m. Monday, and marched over 
newer roads for 21 miles (approx- 
imately half the distance) to Con- 
cord, arriving at 9:30 a.m., in 
plenty of time to take part in the 
Concord Day Parade. They were 
in fine fettle, and marched the 
full length of the parade with the 
Wilmington Company. 

The three men had Guidon, mus- 
kets, and full canteens, and 
paused at the graveside of Capt. 
Cadawallader Ford to leave @ 
taunting sign to their comrades. 
who would be riding to Concord 
later in the mor They 
stepped off at a brisk pace, and 
when they arrived at the Burl- 
ington - Bedford line, they were 
served refreshments, under, $0 
they say, an apple tree. 

‘The journey, they say. was un- 
eventful. and then with a twinkle 
in the eye. they add “except for 
the Connecticut Volunteer’. Who 
that person was is not known, but 
he joined the Wilmington Minute 
Men in Bedford. and marched the 
last three or four miles to Con- 
cord. And they way the Wilming- 
ton Minute Men don't talk about 


him - he might have been a 
Tory!!

A well-made floor is stiff and 
without vibration or creaks. 

Vibration and lack of stiffness 
in a floor may be caused by 
undersize beams. no bridging. 
or bridging that is poorly fitted 
or loose. Lack of support 
under beams that are to long 
to be sufficiently stiff in them 
selves is also a cause of vil 
tion. ‘Loose bridging should be 
nailed tight and more bridging 
addes. 


For general stiffening and 
added strength, use a four-by 
four or larger timber supported 
‘on columns or post.
